GENERAL MANAGER AND HEAD COACH 


DOUG DAIGNEAULT 

The dean of university basket- 
ball coaches in Quebec, Concor- 
dia’s Doug Daigneault enters 
his 19th season behind the 
bench convinced the 1985-86 
edition of the Stingers will cap- 
ture a provincial title and hope- 
fully proceed to the Canadian 
Interuniversity Athletic Union 
Championships. Doug is one of 
the most respected cage men- 
tors in the country, and you 
need only look at his record to 
understand why. Over the last 
two decades he has amassed 11 league titles and last year he 
was named Quebec University Athletic Association men’s 
basketball coach of the year for the fifth time. This year he 
surpassed the 400 win plateau. Last year’s club appeared 
headed for the provincials until star Craig Norman broke a 
bone in his foot late in the season. Despite the big guard’s 
absence Daigneault’s troops finished the conference sche- 
dule at a 9-3 clip, good enough for second place, losing out for 
top spot in the final contest of the campaign against McGill 
before a packed house at Concordia. Overall the Stingers were 
15-7, winning the Lakehead Invitational Tournament. 
Daigneault started his coaching career in Ottawa and came to 
Loyola College in 1966 as its first full-time basketball instruc- 
tor. He quickly built the program into one of the strongest in 
Canada, capturing five conference titles and registering an 
unprecedented string of 66 consecutive victories in league 
play. When Loyola and Sir George Williams University merged 
to form Concordia in 1974, he was chosen to guide the 
Stingers. 

Born in Montreal, Doug grew up in Malone, New York and has 
been acclaimed one of the finest all-round athletes to ever be 
produced in the upper New York State region. He earned 
all-star honors at Franklin Academy in basketball, football and 
baseball before attending Clemson University. There he 
received a Bachelor of Science degree and played in the 
Orange, Blue Bonnett and Sugar Bow! games. Following his 
graduation, Doug returned to Canada and signed with the 
Canadian Football League Ottawa Rough Riders, going to the 
Grey Cup in his rookie year. He later played for the nowdefunct 
Montreal Alouettes and Winnipeg Blue Bombers. A back injury 
ended his playing career, but turned him in the direction of 
Loyola where Enos handed the reigns of the basketball team 
over to him. 

When George Dixon surrendered the head coaching duties of 
the Loyola football club in 1971 Doug was offered and 
accepted the position in addition to his basketball duties. 
What was supposed to be only a temporary arrangement 
lasted seven years until Skip Rochette was brought in to take 
over the program, allowing Daigneault to devote all of his time 
to basketball. 


Doug works year-round on trying to put the best possible team 
out on the gymnasium floor. He is coming off a particularly 
busy off-season, which saw him pick up two new assistant 
coaches. While John Dore is back for his fifth season, Harvey 
Liverman and Marty Caplan are newcomers. Their duties will 
include individual tutelage for players at practice, working 
from either behind the bench or in the crowd at games, 
scouting, recruiting and other off court matters. Gone from last 
years’s coaching staff is Andy Mezey, who chose to vacate his 
post in order to spend more time at home with his family. 
Not surprisingly, Doug’s children are exceptional athletes. 
Three of his daughters have excelled in swimming. Lois and 
Debbie attended Clemson and Miami Universities, on scholar- 
ships, while Julie entered the latter school last year after 
returning from the 1984 Los Angeles Summer Olympic 
Games, where she represented Canada. Doug’s two sons, 
Dean, 14 and Robbie, 12, haven’t developed.a particular sport 
they’d like to devote themselves to. Basketball, football, swim- 
ming and rowing are part of their regular repertoire in 
Chateauguay, which the Daigneault’s call home. 
Internationally speaking Doug assisted national team coach 
Jack Donahue with the Canadian program three summers ago 
as preparations began for the Olympics. 

Doug’s wife, Linda ia a big Stinger fan. 


ASSISTANT COACHING STAFF 


JOHN DORE 

A native of Queen’s, New York, John Dore came to Montreal 14 years ago because of basketball, and 
he’s never left. Now entering his fifth season as Doug Daigneault’s chief assistant coach, John was a 
three-time Quebec University Athletic Association all-star guard while playing for Loyola and then 
Concordia when the merger with Sir George took place. A good example of someone who mixed 
scholastics with athletics, he graduated in 1975 with a Science degree in Biology and Physical 
Education. He found full-time employment almost immediately at George’s School in Westmount, 
where he is now the department head of physical education and athletics. And that’s not all. 
Basketball coaching positions arose as assistant women’s varsity coach at Concordia and head 
coach of the Vanier College men’s team. There, he compiled a 35-25 mark, including two playoff 
appearances, before being lured back to Concordia as one of Doug Daigneault’s assistants. His role 
at St. George’s, which is a private elementary and high school, has proven most valuable to the uni- 
versity because he is able to get aclose look at some of the better high schoolers as they go through’ 
the system. John was once offered a contract to travel with the famous Harlem Globe Trotters and 
play for the opposing team. He elected to stay here instead, where he now makes his home with wife 
Malka (a former member of the Loyola Tommies) and daughters Lisa and Lauren. During the summer 
months John is co-ordinator of the Fast Break Basketball Camp at Bishop’s University in Lennoxville. 


HARVEY LIVERMAN 

A former player under Doug Daigneault, from 1968 to 1972, six-foot-three, 177 pound Harvey 
Liverman was a dedicated forward who was always ready to play whenever the coach called upon him. 
Even though it has been well over a decade since he graduated, Harvey has remained close to the 
local hoop scene, attending as many varsity games as possible. Well aware of his interest in the pro- 
gram, Daigneault asked him to join the coaching staff last summer when Andy Mezey announced he 
would not return. This is the 37-year-old Hampstead resident's first crack at coaching basketball, and 
he’s enjoying it. Besides attending all games and practices, he intends on doing a lot of scouting and 
recruiting for the Stingers to insure excellence in the years to come. An all-round athlete, Harvey 
always stood out in basketball. He averaged 33 points a game for the Northmount High School during 
the four years he spent at the West End institution, gaining most valuable player honors three times. 
Liverman was also a standout performer for the Snowdon YMHA Blues and the University Settlement 
Orchids Community Centre. As a youngster he played a lot of baseball. While toiling for the St. Henri 
Junior squad the slick fielding third baseman was scouted by the Philadelphia Phillies. Off the court 
Harvey owns and operates Pegroid’s Limited, one of Montreal's most successful catering services. 
When Pete Rose got career hit number 4,000 in a Montreal Expos uniform Harvey had a special cake 
made and sent to Olympic Stadium. Harvey and his wife Elaine have two daughters, Lauren, 10 and 
Jami, 7. 


MARTY CAPLAN 

Officially, this will be Marty Caplan’s first season as an assistant coach to Doug Daigneault at 
Concordia. However, if you didn't know any better, it seemed as if he was part of the basketball staff 
durring the 1984-85 campaign, judging by the amount of hours he spent at the Athletic Complex. 
Marty has always taken a great interest in the Stinger program, but last year his gung-ho attitude really 
got to Daigneault. So, when Andy Mezey decided to step down as assistant coach Doug knew just 
where to turn for a replacement. Born and raised in Outremont, the 49-year-old Caplan played for the 
Sir George Williams Georgians at forward in 1959. That marked the first time he had ever participated 
in organized basketball. All his previous experience had been in recreation play. He later moved on to 
become an integral member of the Snowdon Young Men’s - Young Women’s Hebrew Association 
(YM-YWHA) Blues and played for the Yvon Coutu Huskies of the now defunct Can-Am Basketball 
League, a semi-pro operation where he first met Daigneault, who was playing for an Ottawa based 
club. He got into coaching first at St. George’s school in Westmount and then at the YM-YMHA where, 
until recently, he served as chairman of the athletics committee. He gave the position up to join the 
Stingers. He’s looking forward to his new endeavor and plans to do a top notch job in the scouting 
department. Marty and his wife Honey live in Cote St. Luc. They have two children: Beverley, 24, who 
will be married this winter and lives in Toronto and Henry, 21 who attends New York University.
